The Constantinople correspondent of 
the Moniing Post says : " It is ofiiclally 
known hero that Mr. Terrell, tlie U. S' 
minister, has not for the last ten montiis 
lueutioned to the Porte the paswage of a 
giiardahip through the Daiduiielies, in 
laet cordial relations exist between the 
United .States and Turkey. 

A Berlin dispatch to the Daily News 
saps: Tlie St. Petersburg ViedomioBti 
gives details of the Van massacre, se- 
cured from fugitives who have arrived 
at Elctimidzin. Tliey declare that no 
Armenians are left in the Van dia- 
trijiit. The Kurds, dechiriii},' that 
they were executing the Sultan's 
will, ineroileasly butchered the men, 
kidnapped the prettiest women, and 
girls, and threw tlie children into the 
pita intended for storing corn and buried 
them alive. In order to save ammuni- 
tion the victims were placed in rows and 
were killed two or three at a single shot. 
The deiiiils of the outrngeg on the priests 
and temples ami sacretl books and vea- 
sela are indescribably revolting, 

Un a charge of insulting a military 
court of honor in connection with cer- 
tain challenges for a duel, Baron Er- 
hardt, Lieijt. Bhein and others have 
been sentenced to'fines and terms of 
imprisonment. This case has excited 
much interest. 

In the .Spalding corn market, Eng- 
land, wheat rose yesterday live shillings 
per cpiarter. 

A despatch from Madrid s.ays that 
.Senor Canovas, the jiremier, tleclares 
that the statement that .'^pain will aban- 
don Cuba unless the war is concluded in 
March is false and riiUculous. The 
Premier added that nothing could ox- 
coed the loyal conduct of President 
Cleveland and his cabinet towards Spain. 

The Sportsman announces that Mr. 
Enoch Wisbard is returning from 
America for Tattersall'a auction at New- 
market next week. 

A statue to the memory of the late Em- 
press Augusta, grandmotheroftheiiresent 
limperor, given by the city of Coblen/., 
was unveiled yesterday in the prcseiice 
of the Dowager Empress Frederick and 
other members of the imjierial family 
representing r,mj)eror William and the 
JCmijretH. The Grand Uuko of Baden, 
who married PrincesH Louise, daughter 
of the old lOinperor and of Empress Au- 
gusta, delivered an oration. 

In a recent engagement at Tumbo 
Torino, Cuba, Bouet, an aide-de-camp of 
Antonio Maceo, and Leite and Vidal, 
two insurgent leaders, were killed while 
fighting near Guayalit. Julia Rodrigua, 
commanderof Maeeo's escort, was killed 
and Lucas and Dueass, insurgent lead- 
ers, were woundeil. It is reported that 
the insurgents Union de Payez, in the 
I'l'oviiu'e of IMatiinziiH, in ileiiioralized 
and ilivided into small groups, which tire 
being actively imrsiied by troops. The 
insuigentH of that district are further 
siiid to be without hospitals and have 
many hick men among them. A num-

Ni;w YoKK, Oct. 20. — Madji Rahaian 
is a Christian Turk who was one of the 
passengers on board La Gascogne from 
Europe. He comes to this country on a 
business trip. Through an interpreter 
he told about the massacres of Armeni- 
ans, lie was in Constantinople during 
the three days' massacro in August last. 
During tlie three days 30,000 Armeni- 
ans, hesaiil, were slaughtered through- 
out the empire. Wtiggons filled witli 
bodies were constantly ])iissing 
through the streets in Constan- 
tinople, Cart load after cart load 
of these Iwdies were dumped into 
the sea. The sight was a sickening one, 
and what added to the horror wt'.s the 
fact that in those wagons wuid piled the 
dead and dying, and thtj iceble cries of 
the wounded for release could ,be heard 
coming from the carts, but the appeals 
were utterly unheeded. Whether killed 
or wounded, all were thrown into the 
sea. 

Mr. Kaliaian sava the Europeans have 
not been molested up to date. He added 
that they are leaving Constantinople, 
fearing that they may. bo attacked. 

A'rituNS, Oct. 20. — The Asty published 
a dispatch from Constantinople, which 
states that the United States guardship 
intends to force the Dardanelles, and 
that in consequence two Turkish torpedo 
boats have gone to the Dardanelles and 
two others to Smyrna. 

OoNSTANTlNOPLB, Oct. 20. — It is slated 
here that United States Minister Terrill 
is going to Smyrna to consult Bear- Ad- 
miral Selfridge, who is in command of 
the squadron of the United States war- 
ships which have rendezvoused there.

CANDIDATE WATSON. 

The Choice of the Populists for ViccPresi* 
dent Threatens to Speak Out 
■ Regarding'Fusion. 

St. Luuis, Oct. 20— Chairman Roselie, 

of the state Populist committee, has had 
his attention called to the recently pub- 
lished statements of Hon. Thomas E. 
Watson, Populist candidate for Vice- 
President, wherein that gentleman de- 
nies a statement in the Lamar Leader, 
Koselle'a paper, that lie, Watson, favor- 
ed the electoral fusion in thia state. 
Last night Mr. Koaelle gave out a signed 
statement in which he declared most 
emphatically that Mr. Watson did, in 
his recent meeting in this city, in the 
presence of National Committeemen 
Washburne, Keed, Rankin and General 
Vandervoort and J. B, Follett, say that 
the fusion as arranged " was perhaps the 
beat that could be done," and also that 
ho had "no objections to funion ou 
electors giving him and the jjarcy ade- 
quate recognition." 

Thomson, Ga.,'^Oct. L'O.— .Mr. Watson 
received the reporter of the Associated 
Press ])olitely, but liniily refused to say 
anything regarding the "i>olitical situa'- 
tion or his letter of acceptance. When 
asked whether he would publish hia let- 
ter he said : " It will not he given out 
to-night. I have nothing whatever to 
say. Neither have JMr. Reed or Mr. 
Washburn. They leave for Atlanta and 
if there is anything of interest to the 
public they will give it out." 

Mr. Watson makes no secret of the 
fact that his letter is in the bands of 
Chairman Butler, and has been for sev- 
eral days. He is going to Atlanta on 
Tuesday, and there, it is believed, he 
will meet Senator Jones, of the Demo- 
cratic national committee. The state 
committee of both the Demo'irats and 
Pojiulists will meet in Atlanta on the 
same day, and the question of fusion on 
the electoral ticket will be discussed. 
It is generally accepted as a fact here 
that the Democrats will make some sort 
of fuoion proposition. The Democratic 
leaders say there is no necessity for it, 
and expect strenuous oppositioii inside 
the party. 

Watson's close political frienda in 
Thomson are firm in the belief that un- 
less the electoral ticlcets are revised to 
suit him, iiis letter now. in possession of 
Chairman Butler will go to the public 
in its original form. They are also con- 
vinced that in this letter the nominee 
has expressed his opinion in his own vig- 
orous and peculiar English, of the fusion 
arrangements now obtaining in Kansas, 
Colorado and North Carolina.

TJIE U. S. CUBAN POLICY. 

No Change Contemplated by the Authori- 
ties—Why Cutters Went Out 
With Sealed Orders. 

Washington, Oct. 20— It can be stated 
on good authority that there has been 
no change in the declared policy of the 
government with respect to Oaba, nor is 
any contemplated. As is well known, 
the sympathies of the administration as 
individuals, in ii large measure, are with 
the insurgents, but if tliey gain their 
independence it will be without 
any interference by the United States 
From the inception of the present diffi- 
culties in Cuba, the administration has 
used all reasonable diligence to prevent 
the fitting out of hostile expeditions in 
this country against the Spanish forces 
in Cuba, and that vigilance will be con- 
tinued to tlie end. The government has 
taken this course for thepurpoaeof mak- 
ing it impossible for Spain to success- 
fully prosecute any claims against the 
United States. 

It can be stated also that the sending 
of the revenue cutter Windom to sea 
with sealed orders has no special signifi- 
cance whatever beyond the nurpose of 
the treasury ofliciala to kcei) secret from 
Cuban agents the movements of the 
revenue fleet. Hitherto insurgent agents 
in this country, througli Cuban 
sympathizers, have managed to secure 
all necessary information regarding 
any contemplated movement, even in 
advance of the American ofBcers, and as 
a result the purposes of the government 
have been defeated. This has occured 
so often that the officials have decided to 
put a stop to it, ae far as possible, by 
laauing sealed orders to the captains of 
revenue cutters, whose orders are not to 
bo opened until well out to sea,

London, Oct. 20.— William Rogers,, a- 
farmer, forty years old, living in Bel- 
mont in Dorchester township, commit- 
ted suicide last night in a shocking man- 
ner. He preparetl for the dead by pro- 
viding himself with a revolver and a 
razor. He evidently emptied the con- 
tents of the revolver into his body, but 
finding that he had not touched a vital 
spot cut a terrible gash in his throat 
with the razor, which must have caused 
almost instant death. Blighted affec- 
tions and financial troubles are assigned 
as hia reasons for self-destruction.

The Hills Fall of Prospectors— Good 
Body of Pay Ore. In the 
Mugwump. 



(From the Rossland MInerJ 
Mrs. Allan gave a ilinnor, at which 
about thirty guests were present, to cel- 
ebrate the laying of the (oundiitionetone 
of her hotel, the lirat brick building in 
Eossland. Major W. H. Cooper acted 
as chairman, with Lieutenaut-Governor 
Dewdney, who laid the stone, ou his 
right and the hostess on his left. The 
number of new buildings which are con- 
stantly going up in Rossland is truly 
astonishing. There are over $100,000 
worth of buildings now in course of 
erection. 

In the tunnel being driven by the St. 
Elmo company through the Consolidated 
St. Elmo ground a very large body of 
tine-grained, rich-looking ore was broken 
into Thursday morning. Decomposed 
ledge uiiitter was found at tlie very be- 
ginning and the work has all been in 
soft formation. 

There is a great showing just now on 
tlie West Le Roi and Josie. Mr. I\Ioy- 
nahau put two men on the ledge close 
to the i..e Roi west end line imd two 
others on tlie hillsido three liundreil 
feet further west. Thursday morning 
hoth places preaeuted an attractive ap- 
pearance. A lot of lino looking copper 
ore bad been taken from tlio opening 
next to the Le Koi ground, while in tlie 
other opening further v/eat a solid mass 
of ore appeared which seemed to be live 
or six feet wide. Botli these veins seem 
to be Strong, well defined and continu- 
ous and both carry rich ore. The on^ is 
identical in appearance with that taken 
from the Le Roi. 

J. J. Henager returned Monday from 
a trip to tlie VVild Horse creek, where he 
put thrae miners to work on tlie Falk- 
ner. A shaft has been begun. and shows 
the vein to be six feet wide, with nice, 
clean walls. The hills are fall of pro 
spectors. 

Harold Ivingsinill lias received a letter 
from J. Geale Dickson, of London, in 
structiug him to liave six of the claims 
held by Mr. Dickson surveyed and crown 
granted at once. Since his "return he 
has organized a syndicate with £300,000 
capital, fully paid, to operate in south- 
ern Kootenay. 

The San Francisco Gold Mining Com- 
pany, which is controlled by Joe Martin 
and Joseph Harris, of Winnipeg, on 
Wednesday made the third payment 
under its bond on tlie San Franelseo 
mineral claim. The bond was originally 
$25,000 and the payment in question 
consisted of $11,750. The San Francisco 
was bonded to the Winnipeg people by 
lieddin i<c Jackson. 

The big strike on tlie California of a 
north and south ledge, rejiorted two 
weeks ago, seems to be all ritzht. When 
the capping was first taken oil' a luusa of 
diorite was found, with a very clear 
smooth foot wall. The diorite, however, 
was heavily seamed and the ore found in 
the capping above had evidently been 
forced up through these seams and had 
overflowed the surface. Weduesiliiy the 
diorite began to go out, regular iedge 
matter taking its iilace. By Thureilay 
noon the wliole bottom of the shaft wa 
in mixed ore. It looked as though a 
solid ore chute would soon he opened up. 

The No. 2 shaft ou the Pliii;nix is down 
30 feet and shows 10 inches of good ore 
in the bottom. The values in the pay- 
streak have been very uniform of late, 
assays running from $36 to .$40 in gold. 
Work in the No. 1 shaft has been sus- 
pended lor the present. -The company 
expects to start a drift on the vein when 
the 50-foot level is reached and at the 
same time keep on sinking the shaft. 

The high grade ore chute on the Red 
Mountain is going down all right. The 
shaft is now down 15 feet and tliere are 
28 inches of solid clear ore in the bottom 
with several feet of mixed ore. It looks 
as though the entire space would he 
filled with solid ore. The Red Mountain 
may now reasonubly be counted among 
the rich mines of tlie camp. 

Tfie crosscut tunnel on the Novelty is 
getting very close to the vein which it 
is being driven to tap. The whole face 
in a fine grained diorite full of iron in 
very fine particles. It is expected that 
the whole face will soon be in solid ore. 

Ore in the drift from the main shaft 
on the Josie is now averaging .$75 \>or ton. 
The full face is in ore. 

Work was resinned on the White Bear 
shaft Weilneaday and will be coiitinucil 
without inlerriiptioii by hand until the 
new plant is ready. 

The strike reported on the Mabel is 
even better than anticipated, an assay 
made of the ore thrown out by the first 
shot yielding .i;.'ii).80 in gold, silver and 
copper. The fact that the copper values 
predominate makes the ore most desir- 
able for the smelters. Samples brought 
in yesterday are as fine as the boat oyer 
taken out of the big mines on this same 
spur oE Red Mountain. 

A strike has been made on the North- 
ern Belle which places that property 
right to the front. There are two east 
and' west ledges on tliis ground and 
some work has been done on the one ly- 
iiiir furthest north. Tliero is a third 
ledge which runs north and south cut- 
ting the other two at right angles. Work 
was begun on this nortli and south ledge 
a few days ago at a point between the 
east and west ledges. Thursday morn- 
ing the capping had been : partially re- 
moved, revealing a magnificent budy of 
ore well streaked with copper. • 

The Ainsworth camp is showing signs 
of renewed activity. A great many 
operators and wealthy investors have 
lately visited the « camp,' and moat of 
them have secured options or bonds on 
one.ormore properties. 

The Silverine never before had as good 
a showing as now. A new lead was 
opened recently near the present work- 
ings of the Coloniia, and what was a 
very small seam on the surface has 
opened out into a very respectable vein 
of rich looking ore. A shaft is lioing 
sunk on a strong incline and is now 
down lifteon feet, with a foot of ore in 
the face. It is a white arsenical ore, 
miieh like that found ou the JOveiiim; 
Star, and which generally runu well in 
gold. 

Few mines in the camp have been m 
fortunate aa the Mugwump in finding 



so quickly and so easily a good body of 
pay ore. Tlie upraise is now in ore and 
will probably remain so till near the 
surface. The ore now being taken out 
and piled up on the dump is of excellent 
n uality and can be;shipped': at *a profit. 
It is eapeoiaily v'cn in copper. 

The Iron Oolfc'aha^t is down 35 feet 
arid,the,ore.body is spreading out like a 
fan. No mine in the camp has opened 
up more favorably. The ore body has 
maintained its strength almost from tlie 
surface. The fissure seems to ho per- 
fect. The foot wall is clean and on this 
the abaft is being rmi down. No cross- 
cut will bo run to the hanging wall un- 
til tho 100-ioot, level is reached. The 
ore dump of the Iron Oolt presents a fine 
appearance. 

One of the most inloiestiug features 
of the great showing of ore on the Monte 
Cristo is the new ledge just being un- 
covered on the east. end of the claim. 
Several days ago Superintendent Fred 
Oliver' commenced some prospecting 
work near the Evening Star line and 
soon found a ledge running northeast 
from the course of the !Monto Gristo 
ledge. The work already done shows a 
lot of fine looking surface ore, some of it 
being line grained and rich looking with 
a good percentage of copper. A sample 
assay showed iu gold, which is re- 
garded as very satisfactory. 

Last week we stated that James F. 
Wanlner had organized a wealtliy syn- 
dicate of Jlontreal caiutalista to invest 
ill British Columbia properties. lie soon 
came to the conclusion that the townsite 
of Rossland was the biggest gold mine 
of them all. To-day he bolds an agree- 
ment, on which lie has made the first 
liayment, to deliver to liim 812 lots for 
llie Iniiii) sum of .$170,000. This proper 
tv includes every unsold lot on the town 
site, and is the biggest real estate deal 
ever made in Kootenay. 

IMPORTANT PURCHASES. 

British Cnnadlnii Gold Fields Company Ac 
quire Important Claims on the North 
Fork of the Salmon. 

Tlio Seattle Times contains the follow- 
ing: "Some of the most important 
claims in the North Fork of the Salmon 
district have just been purchased by 
Mr. Herbert Cuthbert, in behalf of the 
above company, recently organized in 
Toronto and having oflices in Spokane 
and Victoria. Tlie best known claim is 
the Victoria, which is said to have 
one of the largest showings ever 
discovered in the Kootenay district, 
the croppintrs being traceable over 450 
feet in widtli. The vein matter is very 
highly mineralized, carrying iron ancl 
copper pyrites with fair values in silver 
and gold. From the character of the 
vein matter and the position of the claim 
this should make a very big prooerty.

Vancouvku, Ot;t. 20.— It will be re-

rights and privilesies by law) on account 
of threatened litigation from parties op- 
posed to their eatabliahment liere.

Crandall, representing tlie company, is 
now, in Vancouver to obtain possession 
of the two bonds of '^6,000 each placed 
in the hands of the city treasurer at the 
time the negotiations were in progress. 
One of the strongest pleas of the Chicago 
company is that they were indirectly re- 
sponsible for the great reduction in the 
price of city lighting agreed to by tiie 
present company. The city council last 
evening decided to return the bonds to 
Mr. Crandall.

It ia understood that 
other people will follow this firm's lead, 
and thus all the mining districts near 
the seaboard will be splendidly ad- 
vertised. 

(ieorge E. Troi-ey on his recent visit to 
Cariboo secured enough lirilisli Colum- 
bia gold dust to manufacture the solid 
gold chains to be worn with the watches 
presented to the lacrosse team as win- 
ners in the series of irames played dur- 
ing carnival week. The chains are to be 
presented by Mr. D. Uiasett, chief stew- 
ard of the Empress of Cliina, and the 
presentation of the watches will be held 
over until the arrival of the vessel from 
the Orient. 

A curious crowd of people are looking, 
near a sluick close to a mill east, of Hast- 
ings, for several hundred dollars in 
money and a (piiintity of diamond and 
gold jewelery which Legg, the Pike 
county, Ohio, embezzler, claims he hid 
in the bushes while in a dazed condition 
from rlrink. Yesterday Sherid' Harnes, 
of Pike county, and Otlicer Butler, uf 
the Vancimver force, were taken to the 
spot mentioned by Legg and a fruitless 
search for tlie hidden treasure was made, 
nothing being found but the pieces of a 
ticket to Honolulu, which Legg had pur- 
chased in the luime of .J. J. Blandy and 
had torn up in a fit of frenzy. Sheriff 
Barnes, with the prisoner in charge, left 
for Waverley, Ohio, on the Whatcom 
express this morning. 

J. G. V. Field-Johnson has presented 
the city with an account for ifloO, being 
the value he has placed on three fox- 
hounds seized !jy the poun(lk(;oi)er and 
sold under the city by-law, alleging that 
the dogs were keijt outside the city lim- 
its and the i)oundkeeper had no right to 
impound them. 

A stringent cow-byre by-law is before 
the council. A ('lause in the by-law has 
been inserted with a view of T)reventing 
wooden stables being erected witliin the 
fire limits. 

Messrs. Gardiner and Koss, who gained 
some notoriety by laying intornnition 
against nearly all the hotel and saloon 
proprietors in the city for alleged in- 
fraction of the by-law, and against whom 
costs in the cases were adjudged, luive 
failed to make payment of the sum in 
which they were mulcted. The matter 
has been referred to the finance commit- 
tee of the city council, and if possible 
the amount svill be recovered, tlie feel- 
ing of the council being that it would be 
an injustice for the city to lose the costs 
as the cases were diBinissed. 

.John Devine hag been appointed cilv 
assessor for I.S!)7, receiving the apiioint- 
ment in competition with six otiiers on 
the first bailot at tlie city council last 
night. 

The city council are urging the govern- 
ment agent at Westminster not to grant 
an application to divert the course of a 
stream near English Bay, district lot 192, 
for cannery and logging purposes. This 
is the initial step in the tight which will 
be waged to prevent the English Bay 
summer resort being spoilt for liathing 
and camping by the carrying on of the 
canning industry in the city. Two can- 
neries are projected and sites chosen 
within the vicinity of English Bay. 

A heated tliscussion took place last 
evening in the city council over the re- 
cent jail delivery. Several aldermen 
took objection to the report of the police 
committee, which recoinmended that 
two detectives be employed, and that a 
new jail be built. The report of the 
committee would indicate that no one in 
particular was to blame for the escape of 
the prisoners. Eeference waa made to 
the danger of the Salvation Army being 
allowed to hold ,a service in the jail. 
Alderman Banfield stated that ten mem- 
bers of the army were holding service 
for six prisoners, that there were more 
Bshits than sinners, and that in future it 
would be well for them to " watch as 
well as pray." Alderman McPhaiden 
stated tliat a hole coidd be cut in the 
jail at any part with a jack-knife. The 
report of the police committee was 
finally- passed without amendment.

The Council Discuss Business Pie- 
limiiiary to the Quarterly 
Meeting: on Friday. 



A Number ot Comnuinicatious Dealt 
With— Messrs. Prior and Earle 
Briefly Report. 



A meeting of the council of the Board 

of Trade was held yesterday morning, 
when a number of coinmunications and 
other items of business preliminary to 
the quarterly meeting to be held on Fri- 
day were disposed of. By invitation, 
Hon. K. (j. Prior, M.P., and Mr. Thomas 
Earle, M. P., were present, and briefly re- 
ported that they had used every effort 
during the past session at Ottawa to 
have carried out the recommendations of 
the board in regard to protecting deep 
sea fisheries, establishing lights and 
other aids to navigation, the removal of 
the San Pedro, the prevention of smug- 
gling on the Northern coast, dyking the 
Eraser river, dredging at tde outer 
wharf, improving telegraph communica- 
tion with Garmanah Point, aiding the 
suggested telegraph communication with 
tiie Northern coast, and the increasing 
of salmon hatcheries by the Dominion 
government. 

In regard to the report of the railways 
committee asking I'or more [nirticulars 
upon the proposed Vancouver, Victoria 
A Ivistorn liailwayand Xavigatioii C'u. , 
and on Mr. Wilkinson's railway jnopo- 
sition, it was decided to droj) botli mat- 
ters as the y . V. and K, li. anil N. Co 
had for the present withdrawn their ap- 
plication for a cliarter at Ottawa, and 
Mr. Wilkinson had withdraw-n Ins offer. 

A letter was read from i\Ir. l'\)rrester, 
resigning as chairman of tlie coniiniltoe 
on manufactures, and Mr. W. il. Bono 
was thanked by the council for hia gift 
to the board of an early print of Vic- 
toria. 

Acknowledgments were received from 
th(! Deputy Attorney-General, of the 
board's reijueat to have the <[ueation of 
the constitutionality of the .Small Jtebts 
court act settled, and from the ^linister 
of Marine and l-'isberies, Otta ,\a, of th',; 
re(iueal for the jirotection oi ihe ■liH'psi-[i 
lielieriea against I ' nited .States poachers. 

The council accepted the reijueat of the 
Westminster Ii(-iar(i of Trade for a joint 
meeting of delegates from all the boards 
of trade in the province to discuss the 
advisability of improved railway com- 
munication between the Kootenay coun- 
try and the coast. Mr. G. Lelser'a no- 
tice of motion published some time ago 
was discussed and will be taken up at 
the quarterly meeting of the board on 
Friday. 

Before adjourning it was 'decided to 
accord to the Dominion ministers who 
are soon to visit the coast similar courte- 
sies to those which were shown on like 
occasions previously.

What do artists think of tko bicvde 
girl? 

For answer I called on a few of the 
most prominent members of the artists' 
colony. FJvery one baa gazeil with ad- 
miration on tlio "Gibson Bicycle Girl," 
whilu women cyclists, trying vainly to 
stifle an envious sigh, have taken hints 
from the lietails of her costume. When 
I asked Mr. Gibson the question he 
laughed, and said ; 

"Oh, you know, I don't know any- 
thing about such thingB. Anything a 
pretty girl does is r.ice, you know, 
liicycling .seems a good exercise for them, 
it iH healthful and keeps them outdoors. 
I ride myself, and enjoy it. A pretty 
girl is always cliarnung on a wheel, and 
usually knows how to dress. I do not 
think I (luite approve of bloomera. 
Sonietimes they are worn succeasfully. 
What 1 alioiiUi think reju-esents a cor- 
rect and pleasing costume is a short 
skirt, bloomers and leggings. 1 do not 
like liigh laced - boots. Leggings are by 
far preferable, you know. As a rule, 
women ride well. A few are awkward, 
but they are decidedly in the minority. 
I think the American girl rides very 
well. 

"I do not understand why there 
should be all this talk about my loyalty 
to the .\merican girl or my forsaking her 
for her English cousin, you know. If I 
have created a type, it has been purely 
acci<lental. My idea has simply been 
to tind the prettiest w-onian and to nor- 
tray her to the best of my ability. When 
I am on this side I draw the American 
girl, She is i)retty,chic and interesting. 
When in J^ngland I draw her cousin. 
Each drawing I make I live in at the 
time. When it is done I think no more 
about it." 

If you have never met Du Bois Knight 
and know him only through his char- 
acter and society work in Harper's, etc., 
he will surprise you. To be sure, there 
is the BB,me decided man his work would 
in<liciite, with the clear, keen eye. so 
quick to ferret out our idiosyncrasies, 
but instead of being a little man, with 
i|uick, nervous movements, he is tall, 
and hia decision of character creates a 
Blight reserve, rather inviting than re- 
pelling. 

" N'-'S, I liave thought of the bicycle 
girl. ,<he at present makes an interest- 
ing. -'luly. If future generations are to 
fly, 1 chink it only proper their mothers 
should ' wheel.' 

"As an enemy to indoor life the steel 
steed isu success. Tl:o ba/.ard of wheel- 
ing is one of its most fascinating quali- 
ties; the idea of bodily welfare being 
constantly dependent on one's skill cul- 
tivates a self-reliance that is of enor- 
mous value to the timid girl. 

" No, the bicycle girl ia a fixture. 
Vou and £ will never hear the last of 
her. The ultra-fashionable, the set 
which judge and give people their social 
status by the cut of their garments, 
they, the most discriminating, are 
wearing Alpine hats with one quill. The 
girl who ]) refers the graceful crocheted 
Ta'n ' v.ill find herself in tiie van as to 
style if Paris notions are right. The ac- 
cepted skirt is plain, its length to just 
nb'jve the ankle, with bloomers coming 
below the k iiees, and the high, smootli 
fitting leather boots. Frequently the 
extreiiKdy modest wear a nondescript 
cloth legging which lies in wrinkles. 
TluB iiiakes the ankle large and bung- 
ling and defeats modesty by being 
slouchy. The 'bull dog' ahoe is the 
proper sliape, doubly eo as it does not 
extend beyond the foot like a discarded 
toothpick, thus making the foot look 
shorter. The jacket is very short below 
the waist line and closely follows the 
llgure. 

" I'oisc to a rider is everything. The 
bowed back kills the vigorous aiiil alert 
apiiearaiK-e of the pose; so urge our 
girls to either sit ui)rii;h.t or hollow their 
backs. The place the bicycle occupies 
in the niiiuls of some girls was shown 
when I aHkcd one the other day how alie 
waa getting on at school, and .she re- 
plied, ' I am usiiitj the pedal mount.'" 

At the top of the Charities building, 
in the studio next the one where poor C. 
S. Heinhart received his untimely death 
call, T. De Thulstrup received me. 

■'What do 1 think of the bicycle 
girl? Well, I don't know, I'm sure. I 
don't ride viu-y much myself, so you had 
best not (|uotonie. Ob, of course, if you 
really want to know, you F(3e, I don't ap- 
prove of her. Xo, no, decidedly not. 
The leg movement is, ungiacelul and 
vulgar in niosl cai^es. Of conrsi:, there 
are soine woine-ii who can do anything 
well. Thi.s class consists principally of 
acLressea and proli'ssional beauties. Of 
course, I occasionally draw the bicycle 
girl when the publishers want one, but 
that is merely a matter of business. 

"About the costume, I should think 
that depended largely upon the woman's 
build and environment.* You see some 
remarkable creations now and then- 
pale blue, trimmed with white, and 
equally unsuitable things. I think moat 
women dress and ride jjrotty well. In- 
deed, as a class they ride better than 
men. In Paris the skirt is almost en- 
tirely abandoned, ami the women over 
there riilc much better than they do 
h(!re. Bloomers atid even knickerbock- 
crn are so commonly seen tliere as to at- 
tract little or no attention. Of courses 
the bloomers seem most convenient. I 
do not see anything out of the way in 
long, full bloomers, aa they are safer 
than skirts. I liave known severe acci- 
dents to result from wearing long aklrt, 
on a wheel. , 

*' Of coarse, a woman in .dressing for 
the wheel should think of her station in 
life. A prettily formed actress would 
look very well in scanty bloomers, jaunty 
jacket and cap, low shoes and stockings, 
while L abould prefer seeing Mrs. Astor 
or Mra. Cleveland in a decorous skirt. I 
thing legginKH decidedly nngrareful and 
too warm for comfort. A high laced 
boot is better. As far as women's pic- 
turesque appearance on the wheel, tlicy 
manage to look attractive, I mean of 
coiirBi! those who are not stout. I snj)- 
poso a stout man looks just as funny, 
perhaps some people laugh at me. I am 
in favor of a scant, well cut skirt, reach- 
ing half way below the knee; a neat hat 
and a jacket that will not flap in the 
wind.

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" THE BEGGARLY CLASS." 

There are, we see, Liberals who dis- 
approve of tlie snatcher poliuy of a sec- 
tion of their party. Tliey believe that 
it is bad policy, as well as the most 
brutal injustice, to introduce into Can 
ada the spolla Bystem ~ which every do 
cent American politician regards with 
disgust. The Montreal Witness, a jour 
nal that no one will accuse of being un 
duly partial to Conservatives, is disap- 
pointed at seeing a considerable number 
of Grits actuated by a greed which is 
both impolitic and shortsighted. Speak- 
ing of the " Beggarly Politics " of these 
Grits, it says: 

" We had lioped to have been able to 
chronicle, on the advent of the Liberals, 
evidences of a progressive public senti- 
ment with regard to the civil service. 
Tlie contrary seems to be the case. It 
is natural that there should be in every 
contest a beggarly class of campaign fol- 
lowers, anxious for any crumbs that, may 
be thrown to them and (Mivious of every- 
one wlio has what tliey have not in the 
ahajje of government patronage; but 
these should not give the keynote to 
jiolitical parties." 

This " beggarly class of canipaij^n fol- 
lowers" is exceedingly active just now. 
Its members want everything that is in 
sight. It would have tbe government 
dismiss every civil servant that is sus- 
pected of being partial to the Oonservn - 
tive party. They have, it is said, in this 
province pLircelted out the Dominion 
oflices amont; themselves. Tliey are not 
content to wait until vacancies are made 
in the ordinary course for them to fill. 
They require the Government to make 
vacancies for them at once. " Crumbs" 
are not enough for them; they want the 
whole loaf . They evidently do not ])os- 
Bess sense enough to see that if 
they initiate tLie policy of whole- 
sale dismissals their exanijile will 
be followed by theOonservalivea as soon 
as the reins of power are agaii: in their 
hands. It ia too much to expect of 
human nature that those who are 
brutally treated by the Grits now will 
be forbearing when their turn comes 
again. 

The Grits, if they were wise, would 
leave the civil service alone. If tliey 
treat the civil servants now in ofiice 
justly and in the spirit of the civil ser- 
vice law they may be sure that any o£ 
their party who are taken into the civil 
Rfrvice during the present Government's 
term of office will remain secure in their 
places when there is another change of 
Government. Whereas if they now in- 
troduce the spoils syBtem iiolhiiii? is 
more certain than that the measure 
which they now mete out to the Con- 
servatives will be meted to them again, 

It is, we know, useless to appeal to 
the reason of the " beggarly class" and 
to try to prove to them that the Qovern- 
nient can never have efficient and trust- 
worthy civil servants under tlie spoils 
system. They care nothing lor the 
etiiciency of the public service ; but if 
they can once be convinced it ia better 
for tbe man who gets an office to be able 
to retain it as long as he is fit to perform 
its duties and when he is too old to work 
to liavo a retiring allowance, than to 
have an office for a few years and then 
when he is unfit for the strugele to bo 
obliged to Ijegin the world anew when 
there is a change of ijoveru- 
ment, they may conclude, when 
they think the matter . . . ,ovor, 
that their own interests will be best 
served by maintaining the civil ser- 
vice as it ia. They may see that 
a life-long tenure of oflico ia bettor 
than the enjoyment of a salary for a 



short term of years and then to be sud- 
denly and arbitrarily dismissed. 
It may be a hopeless task to attempt 

to convince tire "beggarly class" that 
their policy is a stupid one as far as 
their own interests areconcerned and an 
unpatriotic one when the interests of the 
country are considered, but the class of 
Liberals who are not " beggarly " ;nuBt 
see that it is best in.every way to have 
the civil service permanent and the civil 
servant's tenureot oDice secure as long as 
he performs hiaduties faithfully and does 
nothing to bring reproacli on the class to 
which he belongs. It ia this class which 
miist be depended upon to prevent the 
public offices being made the prey of 
the ward heelers and street corner 
politicians. 

A GOOD EXAMPLE. 

There was a lime in Toronto when 
aldermen had the power to appoint 
officials. They made a bad use of that 
power, They were deprived of it and 
the deprivation was a reform. There ia 
now talk of going back to tbe old prac- 
tice. This is what the Toronto Tele- 
gram says of the prospective change: 

" Going back to the abandoned policy 
of placing the appointment of officials in 
the linnda of the aldermen would be un- 
wise and reactionary. It would be a de- 
cided blow to the cause of good municipal 
government, a movement that, happily ... 
for Toronto, has been steadily gaining tively^agamst the^wul 
strength. . . . Any project which '" " " ' 
sanctions interference wiUi the authority 
of departmental heads, strikes at a 
system of administering municipal 
affairs in this citv that liaa 
worked in the interests of the ratepayers 
and adversely to the seltish interests of 
ward heelers, who could command the 
iulluenco of aldermen who are powerless 
jierhapa to rise above petty ward preju- 
dices. 

Tiiia is thcj voice of experience. Leav- 
ing the appointment of officials to alder- 
men worked badly in Toronto ; depriving 
tliem of that power was an improvement 
in the administration of the city's af- 
fairs. Tills lesson should not be lost on 
the civic electors of Victoria. Aldermen 
are here allowed by far too large a share 
of the executive work of the city govern- 
ment. Everyone sees what a bungle 
they are making of it. Would it not be 
wise to deprive them of this power and 
place the executive business of the Cor- 
poration in the hands of men who know 
how to do business? 



about the Armenian massacres and the 
part taken in them by the Sultan : 

Had the .Sultan been at Coomassie in- 
stead of at Constantinople, at Zanzibar 
or Khartoum, or anywhere else than in 
his lair at Yildiz Kiosk, the long fingers 
of our commercial intereata would have 
found some sordid trade reason for pull- 
ing him up, as our aailora say, with a 
round turn., If the sanctified political 
exigmiiies of {lalin-oil, cotton, and trade 
in gin have driven us to the splendid 
and heroic audacity that has 
marked some of our expedi- 
tions, and often illuminated the pages 
of our history, we have yet, I am cer- 
tain, conacience and courage enough for 
the rescue o£ millions of human beings 
from a cruel and obsolete despotism. 

Professor Salmone would if ho had his 
way ensure Turkish reform by a 
very short process. He says ; 

The only solution of tbe difficulty— the 
only means of checking tlioiiowof blood- 
shed in perturbed Turkey — ia the imme- 
diate deposition of Abdul Ilaiiiid, In thia 
idea the press and public of this 
country are unanimous. On tbe 
other 'hand no practical suggestion 
has been offered as to the manner 
of procedure. It is true some have ad- 
vocated that England should single- 
handed, if needs be, effect the dethrone- 
ment. Such a step withoutsome under- 
standing with KiiBsia would be fraught 
with danger. I do not mean that tliis 
country in reality need fear any active 
opposition on the part of Kussia or of 
the other European Powers. The Gov- 
ernment of the Czar knows right well 
that, by 8up|)orting Abdul Ilamid ac- 
ively against the will of the whole iia 
ion, Russia would defeat her own ends 
and jeopardize her policy in appearing 
as the cnampion of Turkey.

THE CAUSE OF IT ALL. 

The belief appears to be general that 
the oppression and murder of the Ar- 
menians are not the work of the barbar- 
ous Kurds or of the Turkish inhabitants 
of the country, but of the .Sultan him- 
self. It ia confidently asserted by men 
who have given a great deal of attention 
to the matter that the Armenians have 
been massacred and robbed and inhu- 
manely treated in obedietice totheorders 
of Abdul Hnmid. It is believed that it 
is the deliberate policy of the Sultan to 
exterminate the Armenian race. Mr, 
Gladstone, in his Liverpool speech, said : 
It is not from the genuine sense of the 
Turkish peo])le— nay, I would even say 
it is not from the genuine sense of even 
the wretcfied tools and servants of the 
t-Joverninent — but it is from the highest 
summit and from the inmost centre 
those niischiefa have proceeded. It is 
thaere mainly — I doubt if it would be any 
exaggeration to say it ia there only — 
thai the inapiration has been supplied, 
the policy devised, and the whole series 
of these proceedings carried on from 
time to time. 

The October number of the Nineteenth 
Century contains live articles on 
the " Maasaores in Turkey" by the 
Rev. Dr. J. Guinness Rogers, the Right 
Honorable Earl of Meath, John Burns, 
M.P., Professor Anthony Salmone and 
Mr. Gladstone. We propose to repro- 
duce passages from these articles to show 
that tliey look upon the Sultan i^.s the 
prime mover in the dreadful work that 
lias been going on in Armenia and else- 
where in tbe Turkish Empire Dr. 
Rogers says ; 

The Sultan hardly conceals tlie fact 
that Ills action is a distinct delianuo to 
Great J5ritain. It is (.ireat IJrilain which 
has sought to check him in the exennse 
of his niurderouB i)roclivities, and it is 
her ])olicy which he has been endeavor- 
ing to circumvent, unfortunately willi 
only too much success. He will humiliate 
himself before Russia, ho will intrigue 
with Germany, lie will send lii.s ribbons 
to French etatesuien, he will even try to 
conciliate Austria in order that he may 
be able successfully to defy Great 
Britain. Unfortunately these Contin- 
ental Powers liave shown themselves 
only too ready to fall into line and to 
support him in his resistance. We have 
been aasureil over and over again that 
Cireat Britain is without a friend on tiie 
Continent, and, it must sorrowfully l)e 
said, if she has any they are very slow to 
act in her sui>])ort. 

This is what the Earl of Meath says on 
the subject: 

The Sultan is directly responsible for 
these inurderH, and should not be allowed 
to escape from the Just punishment of 
audi an awful crime. When massacres 
occurred in Armenia it was possible for 
him toplead inability to restrain the ])as- 
sioiis of liis Mohammedan subjects in dis- 
tant i)ortiou8 of the Ivnuire. lie could 
urge that inefficient jjolice and undis- 
ciplined soldiery far from the restrain- 
ing hand of hie centralized power had 
broken loose from his control, 
and, excited by their MusBnlman 
fanaticism had committed' Crimea 
the heart of (Asia which he 
greatly regretted, and which, would 
never be repeated. He might, I^say, 
plodd this in extenuation of the horrible 
maflsacrea in Asia Minor which have 
justly excited the wrath and indignation 
of lOurope, thougii every indication lias 
gone to show that, far from restraining 
his soldiery and oflicials in t hese distant 
regions, ho directly encouraged them in 
their bloody work of massacre, but no 
each excuse can be made in the present 
case. " ■' i'-: ,'.

NATIONAL PREJUDICE. 

Our Trail Creek correspondent in his 
interesting letter gave the readers of the 
Coi.oNi.sT yesterday an amusing instance 
of American prejudice against the Brit- 
ish. A very old lady, who had all her 
life heard Britishers described as brutal 
tyrants, lamented loudly that it was her 
fate to end her days on British territory 
in the midst of " Britishers." The grief 
of the poor old soul was natural and her 
dismal forebodinga such as were to be 
ex])ected. She could not, if she wished 
to do 80 ever so much, get rid of the nre 
judices of a long lifetime in a few hours. 
The Britisher of her imagination was a 
most unpleasant person, and did not 
bear the slightest resemblance to the 
kind and aympathetic fellow-travellers 
who were trying so hard to make her 
journey pleasant and easy for her. .She 
would be surprised, and perhaps oflend 
ed, if she were told that she was herself 
to all intents and purposes a Britisher 
We trust that the old lady will be 
agreeably surprised to find that her new 
neighbors greatly resemble the folks ahe 
has lived with all her life, and that the 
" Britisher " she has been talking about, 
and thinking about and hating energeti 
cally, has no existence. We do trust 
that the Britishers with whom she comes 
in contact will do all that their kind 
hearts prompt them to do to make the 
dearold woman feel at horde— toconvince 
her that respect and consideration for 
the aged and kindness to the stranger 
are to be found on British soil as well as 
in the United States, and that hearts are 
as kind and smiles are aa pleasant on the 
British side of the line aa on the Amcri 
can side. It is a pity that the prejudice 
against the British, which the old lady 
expressed so freely, is so general in the 
United States. There ia really no ground 
for it. The iMigland which Bryan, Till 
man and the other demagogues 
denounce and vilify does not exist 
and . never did exist. It is purely 
a creation of the imagination of 
Americans who have been b».dly taught 
and who have not travelled. Tlii 
known now to hundreds of tliouHanda of 
Amerii'an .citizens, and there is hojie 
that the pr(!judice will in course of time 
disapjjear. It has done mischief in the 
])ast a nd it may <lo mischief in the fntin e .

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Honors unduly wrested from the bi 
white trans-Pacific liner Empress of Ja- 
pan were fully retrieved on the ship's 
last voyage, completed when she arrived 
here from the Orient at 5 o'clock last 
evening. The o])poaitiou liner, which 
claimed the siijjremacy of the Pacific 
from an alleged race on the Japan's pre 
vious trip, is the 0. & O. steamship Cop' 
tic, which San Franciscans have never 
ceased boasting of. The bif: sliip, simi- 
lar in size to the Empress, was met in 
Kobe on the 7th instant, and tiie appear- 
ance of both craft in port at one time in- 
spired much rivalry, not only between 
the steamship men but landsmen as 
well, who bet freely and heavily on the 
relative merits of the vessels. There was 
much, too, in the nacae "superiority"; 
in fact there was sufficient to create much 
jealousy between the differet shippers. 
In leaving port both captains were con- 
sequently prepared. They weighed 
anchor at the sam'e time and started for 
Yokohama together. It was a race and 
every j)ound of steam possible was 
crowded on either steamer. There is a 
reserve power, however, which the Em- 
press liners never bring into use, but up 
to the limit of this the Japan's engines 
worked. The greatest excitement pre- 
vailed among those on botli vessels, par- 
ticularly among ttie officers of the Jajian, 
who watched with unbounded interest 
the stars and stripes gradually disap- 
pear astern. Next day about 11 o'clock 
the run was over for the Empresp. Not 
so for the Coptic, however, for it was 
'.i o'clock when she put in an appearance 
at Yokohama. After the Otn instant, 
the date of the Empress's departure for 
Victoria, nothing of interest occurred 
until her arrival here. She made the 
voyage by the most northerly course, 
experiencing very bad weather throui»h- 
out. She broimhl cnnijiaratively few 
cabin paa,sengers, moat proniinentamong 
whom were Wm. A. Wilson, a Jajianffse 
customs ollicial, and Hon. II. 10, Woll- 
heim, the Mexican consul at Kobe, who 
landed here and who inteads taking pas- 
sage for San I'^-anciaco.

Maduid, Oct. 20.— ConuRiouting upon 
the Btatemeiit containedl in a dispatch 
froia WMhfngton City that Pr^ideut 
Cleveland intends to intervene in. Cuba 
in a manner tantamount to the recogni- 
tion of the indopundoncc of the insurp;- 
enta, the Iiupaiciiil declareg Spain oufht 
to demand a full explanation of the 

K Washington City government. '* She 
cannot brook such a threat over her 

' head,'' continues the Iiiiparcial, even for 

■ a sibgle day. By what right does the 
TTnited States define the time for Spain 
to settle a question of her internal ad- 
ininistratiou? It must be affirmed be- 
fore the whole world that the American 
governineiit cannot impose any sort of 
terms upon us." 

After denouncnifr the United Suites' 
"fictional neutrality," the Iniparcial 
concludes: " The conduct of the United 
States will arouse interiuitional indmna- 
tion. If Spain should remain alone in a 
conllict with the United States, Span- 
iards, by their own eflbrts, will know 
how to mark the diilereiices between the 
noble defenders of their own property 
and the vile traftlckery at Washin^'ton 
City." 

Key West, Fla., Oct. 20. — If 
the- ^pani8h authorities bad taken 
Senor Ingle Furnaiidez from the 
Ward line steam# Vigilancia, 
while tliat vessel was in Havana harbor 
last Friday, United Sta*f3 warships 
would immediately have been ordered 
to Havana to enforce a demand for re- 
paration and war between this country 
and Spain would undoubtedly have re- 
sulted. For three hours last Friday tlie 
United States and Spain were on the 
brink of war, and the threatening situa 
tion was only relieved when the Spanish 
authorities ignominioualy hacked down 
and allowed the Vigilancia to. proceed to 
eea with Furnandez on board. 
A letter received here from a corre 

^ spondent in Havana, who is dose t: 
ConsulrGeneral Lee, gives a dramatic 
account of the episode. According to 
the letter when the Yigilancia put into 
Havana the Spanish authorities de- 
manded the surrender of Senor Ingle 
Furnaudez, a Mexican, who was 
board tl>e vessel. The Spaniards alleged 
that Furnaudez was not a Mexican but 
a subject of Spain. Captain John Mc' 
Intosh, of the Yigilancia, refused to sur- 
render Furnandez. Then the Spanish 
authorities told Captain ]McIntosh that 
if the Yigilancia attempted to go to sea 
■with Furnandez on board she would be 
sunk by the guns of Moro Castle. Cap- 
tain Mcintosh inuned lately laid the 
matter before Consul-Generai Lee, who 
complimented the captain on his 
bravery, and told him to take the Yigil- 
ancia to sea when he pleased. 

Consul-Generai Lee was greatly en 
raged at the thi-eat to sink the Vigilan 
cia, and ia reported to have said to Cap' 
tain Mcintosh : " If the guns of Moro 
Castle sink your shii), American war- 
ships will be borabanlini^ Havana with- 
in a week." Capt. Jlclntosh returned 
to the Yigilancia and Consul Lee inform- 
ed Capt. -General Weyler tliat the vessel 
was going to sea and if any attemiJt was 
made to take oil' Furnandez, or if the 
vessel was lired upon, Spain must take 
the consequence. General Weyler im- 
mediately summoned the cabinet and 
while the council was considering the 
matter the Yigilancia began to weigh 
anchor. .The Spanish officials on board 
protested, but Capt. Mcintosh said: 
"Damn your objections, my ship has 
been cleared and my consul told me to 
go to sea. I am going and dare you to 
try and prevent nie. Get off my ship," 
and with that he roui^lily shoved the 
Spaniards into the waitint; boats, and 
the Yiliganeia, flying tlie stars and 

' stripes, started for the mouth of the 
harbor, which is commanded by the 
guns of jNIoro Castle. 

All was excitement in Havana and the 
quay and house toi)s were lined with 
hundreds of persons, who expected the 
Yigilancia v.'ould be tired upon. Consul 
General Lee himself wiUclied the \'igi- 
lancia through a glass. In the mean- 
while signals were being exclianged be- 

■ tween General Wevler's nalaue and 
Moro Castle, and m the latter place 
were signa of great excitement. Slowly 
the Yigilancia entered the mouth of the 
harbor and it was noticed that the guns 
of Moro Castle were turned on the sliip. 
Tlie Yigilancia repeatedly signalled 
Moro Castle, "lam going to eea," but 
no answer came from the fort until the 
vessel was in blue water and then the 
Spaniards ran up the signal which means 
"good-bye," 

Another expedition is undoubtedly off 
for Cuba. On Saturday night the steam- 
er Cora, in tow, loaded with 200 tons of 
coal in sacks, left here on a wrecking 
voyage, but it ia now believed she met 
the steamer Three Friends at Loggerhead 
Key, about eighty miles from here, and 
transferred the coal and about eighty 
tons of dynamite. Dr. Castino and G. 
Silan, who have been on former filibus- 
tering voyages in the Three Friends, ar- 
rived in the city Friday very myster- 
iously and left on the Mascolte Saturday 
night for Tampa. A large crowd of Cu- 
bans accompanied them. 

While federal ofhcers have been search- 
ing for the Dauntless since she landed 
munitions in Cuba winch were taken on 
Palm beach about ten days ago, that ves- 
sel has been busily engaged in landing 
moro arms, ammunition and men for the 
iaeurgents. She made her second land- 
ing on Tuesday of last week and it is said 
she is now 'on her third trip to the 
island. The DauntlesB got the arms 
from a small island at the lower end of 
Turtle harbor, where the Cubans have 
established a storehouse for supplies. 
The munitions of war, medicines and 
stores are taken to the island by sailing 
vessels. It is also reported hero chat the 
tug ICnteriirise, of Perth Amboy, N.J., 
Capt. Coiiover, which stopped at St. 
Augustine last Thursday and was 
searched by the collector and United 
States maralial, has instructions to go to 
the supply station and load for Cuba. A 
revenue cutter is expected here in a day 
or two to break up j;be Cuban storehotiBe.

IjOnpox, Oct. 20. — Sir Kdward Clark 
has written to the Times regarding the 
criticism of his speech contesting the 
justice of the British claim in the Yen 
ezuelan case. Sir Edward says that hi 
did not suggest that the Yenezuelan 
question was being used by either party 
in the United States as a factor in the 
presidential election. 

" The object of niy speech," he say 
" was to point to the danger of delaying 
a settlement until after the election. It 
(luotes a passage from the Yenezuelan 
case alleging a falsilication of the majis 
but expressing my disbelief in the truth 
of these accusations for tlie jiurpose of 
showing the serious elements of danger 
as the question comes to be a matter of 
hot controversy between the United 
States and England." 

The Catholic Armenian patriarch, it 
is announced, received a letter from the 
Armenian revolutionary^ committee 
demanding $1,500, and threatening that 
unless the money be sent he will meet 
the fate of other Armenians who refused 
the demands of the committee. 

Archbishop Walsh, of Dublin, has re 
cently been in receipt of considerable 
correspondence by mail and wire regard- 
ing his pamphlet on bimetallism, which 
has been reiirinted in the Ihiited States. 
He says he is not surprised that it has 
been sought to turn it to account for 
political purposes, but, he adds, no one 
reading it even with ordinary care can 
fail to see that nothing he has said about 
bimetallism has any real bearing upon 
the question now so warmly discussed 
in the United States.

The Czar, (iraiid l)uke Sergius and 
the Grand Duke of ilessi; arrived at 
Wiesbaden at one o'clock this afternoon 
and were received at the railroad station 
by ICmperor William, wearing a Russian 
uniform.

iVitliont Trial,' without a Hearing 
i and 'Without Evidence— " Re- 
venge " Not Justice. 



When the subject of the flummary 
diamisaala of public officials'by the gov- 
ernment was brought up in the Senate 

on a motion of Hon. Mr. Ferguson, 

Senator Macdonald said : If the hon. 
gentleman docs not intend to !^oon\vitli 
liis motion, I wish to sjieak about these 
poor people who were dismissed without 
being given an opportunity to justify 
themselves, or rebut the charges made 
against them by spies and informers. If 
the question now under discussion were 
simply a provincial one I would say no- 
thing, and would allow the senators 
from the difTerent localities agRrieved to 
look after their own case; ljut this ques- 
tion is far-reachin;; and contains ele- 
ments wliich I for one cannot allow to 
])as8 unnoticed. Jly conscience is not yet 
so seared — su blnnted — as to prevent niy 
raising my voice for the injured 
and oppressed. When I lind a f,'ov- 
ernment fresli from tlie polls, with victory 
inscribed ou its escutcheon — instead of 
resting in strong and contented dignity 
— breathing a spirit of bitterness and 
revenge against poor, innocent, help- 
less workingmen— am 1 to silently 
acquiesce in such acts of tyranny and 
injustice? I cannot do it. The Hon. 
Mmister of Justice, in bis remarks yes- 
terday on a kindred subject to this, 
said " it had been pretty well agreed by 
both parties, that government employes 
taking a prominent part in elections 
should be dismissed " — I would like to 
know who has agreed to such a mon- 
strous doctrine? I hope there are many, 
very many men in parliament and in 
the country who will not subscribe to 
a doctrine of that kind, but if 
the whole parliament acquiesced, the 
minister of justice should not accjuiesco 
in an injustice. One of the reasons 
given by the hon. minister in justifica- 
tion of summary dismissals, is exceed- 
ingly weak, in fact it is no argument at 
all to say that a previous government 
has done the same thing— has dismissed 
servants in a summary way for taking 
part, in elections— I do not justify any 
of the harsh and unjust acts of previous 
governments, but we are not dealing 
with that now. Nor do 1 object to the 
present government following closely in 
the footsteps of previous governments in 
all their wise, and good acts— for they 
maj" fairly be credited with such — but f. 
do object to the cruel and unjust acts of 
anybody or any administration being 
followed by the present governipent 
and that they should claim in justifica- 
tion of their conduct that they were do- 
ing nothing worse than had been done by 
their predecessors. We must take the 
case as it now stands ; we are judg- 
ing the present and not the past 
A wrong done by the late government 
cannot justify a wrong done by this gov 
erment. We are dealing with what has 
been done, and with the utterances of 
ministers of the Crown as to what they 
say they will do. We have a party now 
in jiower which claims to be pure and 
U!)right, a jiarty which for the laateight- 
een years has denounced and exposed 
the evil acts of Conservative ad- 
ministrations, but no sooner does 
that party of purity come into 
power, than it follows the policy 
It previously so strongly condemned. 
Is su(-h conduct consistent with the 
ideas that honorable and sincere men 
should liave of consistency? We have 
the facts before us— that a number of 
government employes have been dis- 
missed — without a trial — withouta hear- 
ing, and without evidence — unless pre- 
judiced evidence — for taking part in the 
recent elections. If the places of those 
men are to be filled with partisans the 
last evil will bo as great as rhc first; but 
if their places are not to be filled at all, 
or filled with the best men, regardless of 
jjoliticH — then the evil will be mitigated. 
If the jiolicy of "to the victors belong 
the spoils," is to be carried out by 
this government, then we are entering 
upon a degrading, demoralizing and un- 
holy policy, which will lead todishonesty 
in official life, as it has done in the 
neighboring reijublie— and a crop of 
spies and informers will be called into 
existence, which will make public life 
an abomination to every honest person. 
It is an a.Kiom in British law that no one 
is to be condemned anheard, and that 
every nuui is to be considered innocent 
until proved guilty. Those dismissed 
men have had no trial' — no opportunity 
to defend themselves — but have been 
kicked out on ex parte representations 
made by partisans. Is that according to 
British' law? Let us consider what 
these poor men have done! Have 
they broken any hiw, human or 
divine? Have they transgressed 
any rule laid down for their guidance? 
No. They have not been guilty of any 
such transgression, nor have they done 
anything against the present govern- 
ment.. When they cast their votes and 
took part in the elections the present 
government did not exist. _Those men 
in the exercise of tiieir pQlitical rights 



eiscd this wise prerogative 'of his office 
in the case of these poor men, condemned 
unheard? Has ho warned his colleagues 
at the council board that they are acting 
harshly, cruelly, and unjustly? If not 
he is shirking a grave responsibility as 
minister of justice. A few days ago 1 
heard in another place with my own 
ears the outrageous doctrine propounded 
by an old man, who, I was told, was a 
minister — an old man with one foot on 
the brink of the grave, and the other on 
the (metaphorically speaking) helpless 
and prostrate body of the workingman. 
"That if any oredible, and reliable 
member of the party, or any defeated 
candidate informed him that persons 
who were in the employ of the govern- 
ment had taken an active part in the 
e^potion, he would without further in- 
quiry dismiss such persons. Could Herod 
or Ciusar dealing with their slaves be more 
tyrannical ? Let us now inquire whose 
servants are these men who have been 
dismissed? Servants of the ministry? 
Xo! Th(;y are the servants of the coun- 
try. Who |)ays their wages — the minis- 
ter? Xo ! They are jiaid by the country 
and they are the servants of the country. 
The authority of the minister comes in- 
to i)lay when such servants are unneces- 
sary, or when found nniit for work, or 
have broken any regulations under which 
they were working, but to 'lisniias a 
man for exercising his legitimate rights, 
is an unwarranted assuiniition of power 
by the minister. We have all heard of 
the Armenian atrocities, and have been 
horrified — but are those worse than the 
fjiberal government atrocities? They are 
e(iually a deprivation of life, in the one 
case by a summary- process — which is 
the most human — and in the Other by 
the lingering process of starvation. 

■\hiny of those dismissed men no doubt 
have helpless children, or aged parents, 
or other poor relatives depending on 
their earnings for food; and we lind a 
government of conciliation throwin 
these poor men out of work, and out of 
bread, on the approach of a lonj; 
cold winter. The victory won by the 
government should be revenge enough 
for all it has suffered, and it ought to be 
magnanimous in the flush of victory. 
If any should be punished it is those 
who urged these poor men to take 
the part they did in the elec- 
tions, and they have been punished by 
defeat. The government should follow 
the splendid example of the dusky po- 
tentate of Abyssinia, who, after his vic- 
tory a few months ago over the Italians, 
with Christian magnanimity allowed a 
large body of the enemy whom he had 
besieged in a fortress to march back to 
their headquarters with their lives and 
their arms, This is the way a semi- 
savage ruler treats the enemy who in- 
vaded his country. How tloes the gov- 
ernment of Canada treat its political 
foes? It should go to King Menelek of 
Abyssinia to learn a lesson in forbear- 
ance, peace and good-wili.

Bidine His Time to Return t6 San Salvador 
and Establisb His Rlgtits. 

OAKL.\Nn, Gal., Oct. 20.— General Car- 
los Ezeta, the refugee president of San 
Salvador, has taken up his residence in 

Oakland. Ho arrived here yesterday, 
and his wife, with the four girls, will 
join him to-morrow. They come directly 
from Guatemala, and will make their 
home here. When apjiroached Kzeta 
announced through an interpreter that 
he had come to Oakland to shield him- 
self from newspaper men, and what he 
termed tho " consequent notoriety." He 
admitted that' his plans were to return 
to his native home and establish his 
rights as soon as the opportunity offered, 
but as to any claims fm- recognition as 
the head of the government lie has no 
hopes. 

in sijeakiiig of tho advent of Lopez, 
Ezeta said ; "If he is here to try aiul 
assassinate me, as some of the hired 
murderers have tried to do. I will make 
it hot for him. I would not notice the 
man, for he is far beneath my con- 
tempt; but I am, nevertheless, on my 
guard." 

Ezeta says that the report of a com- 
plete consolidation of the republics in 
Central America is erroneous. From 
correspondence received by him he gath- 
ered that only the states' of Honduras, 
Salvador and Nicaragua are combined 
for mutual protection, while Guatemala 
and Costa Rica are standing in inde- 
pendence. 

Carlos is very positive that assassins 
aro on his trail. He wants to live in 
retirement, educate his children in the 
English language, and await the down- 
fall of Guitterez, which he predicts will 
occur within six months.

HUSIXESS IS BUSINESS." 

How It Is Recognized as the Motto of the 
Public Works Department. 

(From the Toronto Telegram ) 
There is no reason to believe that the 
Canadian Pacilic railway did not throw 
the weight of its infliience largely in 
favor of the Conservative party at the 
last election. 

But^the evidence in the suit which the 
lion. J. L Tarte is bringing against his 
assailants in Montreal shows that the 
0. P. R. has friends in both parties. 
While the railway was in favor of the 
Conservatives, Vice-President Shaugh- 
nessy advanced $3,000 to INIr. Tarte. 

Of" course this advance may have ))een 
a mere matter of private friendship be- 
tween Mr. Shaugimessy and Mr. Tarte. 
.Vccording to the same theory it would | 
be a mere matter of private frieiulship 
for Mr. Tarte to see that the now govern- 
ment did not give Mr. Shnughnessy'a 
railway the worst of it. The stor}' is 
also t'elegraijlied from Winnipeg that 
President Van Horno had a long inter- 
view with the Hon. Clifford Sifton. 
The interview may have lelated en- 
tirely to provincial buslneBS, but even 
this" unimportant circumstance will 
tend to corroborate the assertion that 
the friendship of the C.P.R. has helped 
Mr. Sifton, just as the enmity of that 
railwiiy has handicapped Mr. "Martin in 
the race for tho portfolio of the interior. 

A public beliel that the Canadian Pa- 
cilic railway had a trifle too much author- 
ity at Ottawa weakened the late govern- 
ment. The evidence in the Tarte case in 
Montreal and the advancement of Presi- 
dent Van Home's friend Air. Sifton, are 
indications that the O.P.R. has influ- 
ence, not to say authority, in the coun- 
cils of the new government.

When asked how he proposed to give 
first class operatic entertainments at 
half tho iiHual prices — and slill make 
money — Mr. Matt Gran, the advance 
nuiiiager of tho company, yesterday 
undertook to explain : " Well, you 
see," ho said, "our aiiccesa lias been 
week stands only, 'and by so playing we 
save from $300 to $350 a week on rail- 
road fares, $100 or ao on printing, $50 at 
least on transfer and carriage bills. 
They eat up most of the profits, so you 
see in ])lace of playing one or two nights 
in each city, itnd charging the public 
ifl .50 a seat, 1 can ad'ord to play week 
stands iit 25, TjO and 75 cente. And 1 as- 
sure you iny organization will give your 
city just as line a production of opera as 
any company that haa been seen in Vic- 
toria in comic opera. Where I play so 
long in a city, good artists wotild rather 
travel with nie than with companies that 
play one night stands. Among my prin- 
cipala are Miss Alice Joiinsonan lOnglish 
prima donnn and one of the handsomest 
women on the stage; Miss Alice Carle, a 
great contralto singer; Miss Gertrudo 
I^dge, late of the Calhoun Opera Com- 
pany ; Mis 3 Fanny De Costa, Mr. Robert 
Dunbar (tenor) late of the DufT Opera 
Conjpany ; Mr. Sylvian Langlois (bari- 
tone) Mr. Robt. Liet (baaao) Gilbert 
Clayton, Kirtland Calhoun and Eddie

The' Hongkong press says editorially 
that there is no longer room for the least 
doubt that afl'airs in the Philippine 
islands will in a sliort time assume the 
proportions of the Cuban rebellion. The 
natives are detorniiaeJ. As each rebel 
signs an agreement, he writes his name 
on his arm with blood and ssvears ven- 
geance against the Spaniards. 

The story of tho original plans for 
striking the blow is a most serious one. 
For a long time the natives have been 
conspiring to overthrow the government, 
and it was finally decided to make a 
strong attack July 15. Governor-Cijeueral 
Blanco was to have been muTdered \>y 
one of the natives on that day, and it 
was arranged to suddenly swoop down 
upon the body of officials who attended 
tho funeral, kill as many as possible 
then ransack the town of Manila, and 
take entire jjossoasion of the place. 

It is due to a Moman that tho dia- 
bolical plot was discovered. In the con- 
fessional she dist;loaed the plot to the 
priest, who divulged the secret. The 
arrestand iniprisoiimentof many natives 
plainly indicated that the prio'sts were 
cognizant of all the arrangements, and 
then towards the end of August the 
fighting commenced in real earnest. 
From that time up to the middle of this 
month, the date of the latest rows, there 
were repeated bloody conflicts between 
the government forces and tiio natives. 

The Manila corresnoiulent; under date 
of Seiitember 2, denies that the Spanish 
troops defeated the rebels on August 31. 
The writer says: "Eight rebels were 
kiileil at St. M"essa and six or eight at 
St Juan, Ijesidcs tliose on the Spanish 
side. The bodies (rebels) are being left 
iiuburied to rot. Over 100 natives gome 
say 1G9, were shut up in a small room 
under the bastions of San Sebastian 
Intra Muros on Monday night. There 
was no water and but one small window. 
Forty-four of the prisoners were found 
dead in the morning. With those pris- 
sonera who have since died the total 
number of victims is 70." 



liontrealers Wbo Made Bigr Sums 
Out of Tlieir Speculations 
in Cereals. 



Nkw Youk. Oct. 20.— Wheat opened 
less excited than it did yesterday hut 
there was nevertheless enough trading 

to run transactions above six million 
bushels by midday. The Liverpool and 
Continental cables induced holders to 
throw over large blocks of wheat which 
fairly swamped the market for a time 
and forced prices down from 843 82 '._,c 
for December. Then came a period of 
dullness followed in the afternoon by a 
general stampede oi tho shorts and a 
wildly fluctuating market, ending in a 
whirl at 3i<c to l,'iiC not advance over 
last night. " At the highest point it was 
just one cent under yesterday's top- 
notch of St;'',.c. 

A representative of the Associated 
Press had an interview to-day with a 
broker who does one of the largeat busi- 
nesses in wheat on this aide of the At- 
lantic, in regard to the aituation. Ho 
said, in substance: " In naif, the nat 
ural half, of tlie speculative course, wi 
have onlv followed the lend set by the 
United States, where speculators are 
very active. A year of scarcity, in spito 
of the fact that England had a seven 
million bushel crop, has induced specu- 
lators to rush in. Russia is poor and 
Australia is practically nil, but, what is 
of greater moment, consumers having 
largo advance milling contracts also 
rushed in to secure supplies, even at top 
prices, which to-day are 20 percent, 
higher than last week. 

" The California wheat sent to India 
is as yet only a drop in the bucket, but 
the moral efTect of this movement and 
the eDTect of the coming famine in India 
has been very great. Of course, if rain 
falls quantities of California wheat will 
notbo wanted. But I doubt this, and 
coupled with the viceroy's grave tele- 
grams, it natuallyaflbrds speculators tho 
real elements of uncertainty which they 
delight in. Still this does not account 
for more than half the rise. The Jjalance 
is a solid advance, owing to the short- 
ness of supplies. We shall follow the 
States closely, however, and also tho 
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Culebras, $5.00 per 100.

speculators who force the market 
rise in freights has at all times been in 
advance of a rise in wheat, and the de- 
mand in steamers is moat brisk. Tho 
closing of the sea of Azoff early in De- 
cember will free a number of v essels to 
load elsewhere, though at present the 
Azoff boats are loading aa rapidly as 
possible." 

The stock market to-day displayed a 
substantial increase in activity and bus- 
iness was fairly well distributed. Ag 
greasive strength was noted, and in one 
or two cases tho " shorts " were severely 
treated, notably in Burlington. For 
several days past rumors have boon cur- 
rent of a probable stjueezo of "shorts" 
in this property. At intervals the spec 
ulation was ([uito animated and tho deal- 
ings embraced a number of the usually 
inactive shares. The upward course of 
prices was again engineered in face of 
the stagnant money market, and again 
tho chief motive came from forecasts of 
a continuation of the present extraor- 
dinarv grain movement nnd advances in 
the p'rices of cereals. The speculation 
in the late dealings was stimulated by a 
revival of strength in tho wheat market 
The closing was at the best prices of the 
day.

STEAMER ASHORE. 

Thu " Argo " Comes to Grief Near Coos Bay 
— Several Passengers Lost. 

M.^.KSUFiKiiD, Ore., Oct. 20. — The 
steamer Argo, plying between Coos Bay 
and San Francisco, went ashore this 
morning in a heavy fog just north of 
Coos, near where the whaleboat Whit- 
more was wrecked. In attempting to 
land a boat load of passengers three 
were drowned, John Norman, of San 
Francisco, and two others whoso nanies 
are unknown. It ia thought that anotlier 
boat loiid containing (jliief Engineer 
Brown is lost. It is still very foggy and 
tho wreck cannot bo seen. The tug 
Hunter and life saving crew are at tho 
scene. It is impoaaible at this time to 
give further details. The Argo will be a 
total wreck . 



Japanese exchanges received by the 
steamship Empress of Japan last even- 
ng state that about 500 acres of land 
between the hills of Sherizawa and Akti- 
jimi, in Shionoya district, Tochigi pre- 
fecture, suddenly aubsiding on Septem- 
ber 14, formed a great lake. There were 
several villages built on a level lower 
than the lake, and grave fears are enter- 
tained as to their safety should the 
water overflow tho banks. 

A vein of smokeless coal, recently 
discovered," says the Jiji, "in tho dis- 
tricts of Toyoura and Mine, Yamaguchi 
prefecture, has been ascertained to cover 
an area of some ten square miles. The 
greater portion of the deposit is in a hill 
800 feet high, ao that no i)um])ing ma- 
chinery will be needed for twenty years 
to come, while the yearly output is esti- 
mated at one million tons." 

The Japan Advertiser states that the 
number of .Tapanese laborers to be sent 
yearly to Haw-aii under contract with 
the government of the islands has been 
reduced to 1,500 from tho previous num- 
ber (3,000) bv the Hawaiian government 
and 1,500 Ch"inese emigrants are to be 
contracted for yearly in order to equal- 
ize tho numl)ors of Japanese in the is- 
lands, so as to avoid possible danger of 
Btrikes on the part of the Japanese. 

H. M.S. Rainbow and Swift arrived at 
Nagasaki from Korniloll' Bay on Friday 
hist, the 25th ult. Tho latter was in a 
crippled state owing to the cracking of 
her starboard high pressure engine shaft, 
and waa towed part of the way by the 
Rainbow. The officers report the sad 
loss of Captain Lang and three of the 
seamen comprising the crew of the galley , 
which occurred at Groasevitchka bay on 
Friday, September 11. Tw-o boats took 
a party of oflicera up tho Fish river for a 
d.ay'a salmon fishing. At a little after 
noon the Captain, who was in his six- 
oaretl galley with Captain Mercer, the 
Marine officer and a iiiidshiiniian, saw 
the recall signal hoisted on board tho 
ship, which was getting u]) her 
anchors on account of the heavy 
weather setting in and the bad 
holding ground of the anchorage. 
He attempted to go on board but tho 
boat upset and he and two seamen were 
drowned before the boat sent from tho 
ship could reach them. It appears that 
the accident was seen from the Nar- 
cissus, aiul a cutter under the command 
of Lieutenant Gaunt was at once got 
under way. Owing to tho heavy surf 
ujion the bar, however, much difficulty 
was encountered in reaching the scene 
of the disaster— tho boat having to bo 
backed in to avoid swamping. Captain 
Mercer, the midshiiunan, and three oi 
the men wore nicked up with thegreatest 
of difliculty, nut the others had dis- 
appeared, ii'nd tho heavy sea prevented 
the securing of the boat. Up to the 
time of the dispatch of this news, two 
bodies had been found, but those of 
Captain Lang and the other seaman 
were misaing and no traces had been 
found of the Doat. 



ance on a part of the cargo of the Uma- 
tilla, and A. I'arker, of San l'"rancieco, 
representing the Treadwell Mining Com- 
pany, of Douglas Island, Alaska, which 
had about $8,000 worth of miscellaneous 
freight in the Umatilla, arrived last 
night. 

In discharging the damaged cargo from 
the vessel yesterday another Aiaska 
smuggling scheme was exposed. In the- 
cargo was a lar^e consignment of 
barreled sugar destined to a well known 
Alaska firm. The action of thf salt 
water had melted the sugar, and in the 
centre of each barrel was a largo case of 
spirits. Investigation reveals that in 
recent months large ciuantities of sup- 
posed sugar have been shipped to 
Alaska, and it is now reckoned that 
thousands of gallons of whiskey and 
brandy have been smuggled into the 
territory in this manner. The customs 
authorities are investigating.

Only a SmaU Portion of the Cargo Can Be 
Saved— Handl-work of Smusslers 
Exposed. 

PoitT TowN'SiJNi), Oct. 20.— As the car- 
go of the Umatilla is discharged it be- 
comes more apparent that leas than 15 
per cent, will be aaved from complete 
loss. Groceries, canned goods, furnish- 
ing goods, bicycles, sewing machines 
and innumerable other commodities are 
practically destroyed by the action of 
the salt water and the acids and min- 
erals emanating from the_ decaying 
cargo. Aside trom the iron and 
other unperishable freight the cargo 
will be practically a total loaa. Tho 
steamship company is tendering freight 
to the conaignees, providing they will 
pav all freight charges and 20 per cent, 
of the value as evidenced by tho invoices, 
or upon the execution of a general aver- 
age bond. Mucii of tho cargo in its 
ruined condition is being shipped to its 
original destination. Tho last steamer 
to Alaska carried several hundred tone. 
The Umatilla will probably be towed to 
Quatermaster dry dock within tho next 
forty-eight hours.

THE U. S. ELECTIONS. 

The Situation as Forecast by the Managers 
of tlie Two Parties. 

(From the Montreal Gazette.) 
Three weeks before the day of voting 
the managers of the two U.S. parties 
have issued statements of the Electoral 
(jollege vote they count on, with more 
or leas ground of confidence. Thatgiveu 
out by Senator Quay, for the Republi- 
cans, claims 270 electoral votes for Mc- 
kinley and Hobart, and only allows 
the possibility of 177 for Bryan 
and Sewall, and of this only 110 are 
conceded as certain. Senator Jones, of 
the Democratic National committee, 
calls the (iuay declaration a gigantic 
bluir, and sends out a statement which 
claims 279 votes for-' Bryan and Sew-all, 
allowing the Rei)ublican nominees 
only 81 as certain and putting 87 in 
the doubtful column. This will, in its 
turn, be characterized by the Itepubi- 
cans as a gigantic bluff, and with a gooil 
deal of reason, too. Between the two 
men, Mr. Quay and Mr. Jones, the 
termer is undoubtedly worthy, in this 
case, oi having most confidence put in 
his statements. He is an able, active, 
well-informnd, thoroughly unscrupulous- 
political manipulator. If ho thought it 
necessary to gain his object, he would 
not hesitate to color hia estimates, aa 
Jlr. Jones has evidently colored his, to 
keep up the courage of his ;)olitical 
friends. Jlr. tjuay'a statement of the 
position is worthy of greatest conlid- 
enco because it ia more moderate than 
that of his rival manager, and because 
circumstances that all can observe go to 
bear it out. In Canada it is the voice of 
the East that foims opinions on events' 
in the United States, and that country 
is much greater than the section com- 
monly called the East. It is in the 
lOaat, however, that tho bulk of the 
])oi)ulation is massed, and as represen- 
tation in the Electoral College is based on 
the strength of the popular vote, the- 
East's inllueiice is very much in excess 
of its geograjiliieal extent. Mr. Bryan's 
friends have practically abandoned all 
east of Ohio and north of the Virginias 
since the results of the State elections in 
Vermont and Maine were made known. 
This, with Ohio, Mr. McKinley's own 
State, gives an Electoral college 
vote of 7.40, and loaves only 84 
votes to secure to make a majority. Tho 
forces that so solidify the Eastern States 
are not confined to them. Indiana, 
Iowa, Michigan, Minnesota, Illinois and 
Wisconsin are all states with great 
manufacturing, commercial and financial 
interests, directly concerned in the 
maintenance of protection to home in- 
dustries and a sound currency, the two 
great principles repreaeuted in Mr. Mc- 
Kinley's candidature. They have 87 
votes, and with those of tho more Eastern 
States will give more than a majority 
of the Electoral College to the Re- 
publican nominees. It is not to 
bo believed, either, that tho desire 
for free silver or adhesion to old party 
lines will he so strong throughoufc 
the rest of the country as to throw tho 
whole of the Far West and the South in- 
to the Democratic column. Delaware is 
not BO solidly Democratic as it formerly 
was. West Virginia is a doubtful state. 
The Dakotfls have gone Republican .in 
the recent past, aa have also California, 
Oregon and other states that the Demo- ■ 
crats and Populists count on. All 
through tho country men formerly prom- 
inent in tho Democratic ranks have been 
announcing their intention of voting for 
tho Republican ticket, not becauee they 
like tho men on it, but because of the- 
dangerous doctrines preached by the 
uieu their own party nomiuated.
